The Esquimaux’ to tho cast

ward in our territory, are, fom what | 
I have been ab‘te to learn from .the 
whalers, distributed in three sottic 
ments. The largest at Herschell is!- 
and, eighty miles te the west of the 
mouth of the Mackenzie river. The 
next on Richard island, in the castern 
channei of ths Mackenzie rivér at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie river. From 
these points they wander over. the 
country adjacent to the shores of the 
Arctic ocean. It is hard to get 
an idea of their numbers. No one here 
seems to know. To make this repor! 
as clear as possible, I have divided il 
into different heads and report separ- 
ately under each. 1. General appear- 
ance. 2. Houses us2d in winter and 
summer. 38. Clothing. 4. Food. 5. 
Languages. 6. Articles used. by them 
in hunting and fishing.

From what I can learn, the Esqui- 
maux on this side of the Arctic ocean 
are a much finer race physically than 
those of Hudson Bay and Labrador. 
Mr. Firth, the Hudson’s Bay Company 
officer here, stationed in MHud- 
son’s Bay a long time number of 
years ago. H2 knows thes? Esguimaux, 
having been down io the ocean on sev- 
eral occasions ,and telis me that the 
Esquimaux here are much larger and 
finer looking. Those I saw at Her- 
schell island and Arctic Red River and 
also here were large and powerfully 
built men, many being over six fest, 
and had the appearance of great physi- 
cal strength. The same applies to the 


women, who were tall and well forin- 
‘ed. They were lighter in color than 


the Indians here, with either black or 
brown eyes, straight b!ack hair, high 
check bones, with fieshy, 
faces, and, like the Indians, small and 
well formed hands and feet, 
good teeth.
